Surely his 
unparallelPd -Clemency- (might have Oblig'd , and

.( and the moſt Savage too ! ) tho? in Reality 'tis now 
viſible that his Majeſties Gentle Government, kind 
Condeſcention and Sweet Lenity, has rather embold- 
ned and encouraged them to proceed in their exalted 
Villanies. © Noble-natures had been gain'd, and 
brought over by ſuch Graces and Goodneſs, but 
Baſe and Sordid Spirits are never to_be wrought 
upon, and therefore more Hanging muſt. . do the 
Work; *tis but juſt and the Reſult of their Deme- 
rits; it is the beſt Phyſick for State Diſeaſes, it is 
Infallible, *tis the only Catholic one in the World, the 
true Specifique ; It was often preſcribed and admini- 
ſered, in the late Pious Reigns, and had good Effect 
then, and why not now ? It works well, it is a 
curious. Vehicle, and Operates moſt Powerfully, cur- 
ing all manner of Diſtempers, though Remote, long 
Lurking and Chronical : Jack Catch was found 'to 
be the ableſt Dottor in the old Popiſh Plot, and 
made ;pretty good work with the Conſpirators, and 
would have gone through-ſtitch, if the Devil hadn't 
been in the Duke, and he in the Plot; and why 
ſhould not we wy what the. Squire's Succeſſor can 
do with our new ett of Rogues?

an Experienc'd Officer ): arc preparing [to Embark, 
if the lucky diſcovery of their Deſigns - do's not” put 
2 ſtop to- their proceedings, which 1 ſuppoſe it may,, 
tho' I defire-it ſhou'd not; but let 'em come, for
